Tho National Safety Council has 
predicted new y e a r’s traffic acor 
dents would kill 300 persons.

tween the tim e the C hristm as holi­ 
day ended last Sunday and the bo 
ginning of the new y e a r period 
Those two figures, added to the

holiday, led the Safety Council to 
predict an overall 1,237 holiday ac ­ 
cident toll.

Corncob Feeding To Dairy Cattle 


A dairy science specialist at the 
University of Illinois offers some 
s hugest ions on feeding corncobs lo 
dairy cattle. 
K. E. Harshbarger says cobs are 
a lair source of energy but they 
are almost worthless when it comes 
tu supplying protein, minerals and 
\ i lamina. 
It you feed cobs, you’ll have to 
add 
high-priced 
supplements to 
make up the deficiencies. 
These 
supplements usually com more than 
good legume hay. 
Probably the best way to feed 
cobs to dairy t ut11** is rn corn alni­ 
co!) meal. This method of feeding 
ground ear corn is in common use, 
and it saves the cost of shelling 
the corn before grinding. 
How 
ever, 
for 
high - producing 
cow s 
Harshbarger suggests 
I e e d i n g 
ground shelled corn. 
Yearling heifers can use some 
cobs in their rations. 
For every 
3 pounds of cobs, add one extra 
pound of protein supplement (40 
to 44 per cent). 
Also add mineral 
and vitamin A supplements. Since 
good-quality legume hay promotes 
faster growth and may cost no 
more than cobs plus the necessary 
supplements, carefully consider the 
advantages and disadvantages be­ 
fore deciding to feed cobs. 
Harshbarger emphasizes the fact 
that cobs have little or no place 
in th*' rations of dairy calves. They 
will grow rapidly only on plenty 
of nutritious feed. 


Probably the hest use for cobs 
on dairy 
farms 
is 
as 
bedding.

CHICAGO IP 
The National Safe 
ty Council said today the traffic 
death rate for 1953, on the basis 
'of miles driven, was the lowest in 
history. 
While the council estimated that 
the 1953 traffic death toll would 
be 38,000 —the sam e as in 1952 —it 
reported that mileage was up an 
estimated 5 per cent 
This resulted 
in a mileage death rate, or deaths 
per hundred million miles, of 6.9 
In Washington, the American As­ 
sociation said the toll of 38.000 was 
the equivalent of 6.7 deaths for 
each hundred million miles 
The traffic record ended a three 
year upward trend of 
t r a f f i c 
deaths, the Council san!

the first year since 1949 that traf
